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New Plaus for au Insane Asylum, 
C. B. Martin, of Wadsworth, called 
at the Gazette ofhce on Friday, and 
exhibited plans for a State Insane 
Asylum. The plans are for five de- 
tached buildings, each two stories 
high, to be built of brick. They 
seemed admirably designed, with the 
best provision for abundance of light 
and ventilation. The drawings rep- 
resent a handsome building of consid- 
erable architectural pretentions. They 
meet the approval of Dr. Wagoner, of 
Wadsworth, who recently furnished 
the Gazerre with an able paper on 
the “Pavilion Plan” for the care of 
the insane. Mr. Martin thinks that 
an asylum could be built after his 
plan for $75,000. The plans furnish- 
ed the State Board of Commissioners 
by Mr. Cook, of Sacramento, call for 
an outlay of $280,000, a sum which it 
is entirely out of the question for the 
Legislature to appropriate for the 
purpose. Should the Legislature de- 
cide to build an asylum, Mr. Martin's 
plans are likely to be adopted. The 
prospect, however, seems to be that a 
contract for the care of the State's in- 
insane will be let fora term of years 
to Nevada men.
